Origin of th* Dahli*. 
By n curious Irony the dahlia flower, 
fwqmlnr at the flow«*r shows, is of very 
liumlde origin. 
It bus been developed 
fYom a Mexican tuber. 
Some cento 
r.v and a half ago tbis plant was tu 
trodUf <*d into Europe by the Swedish 
botanist, Dr. Dahl, for the purely com 
inert ial purpose of supplanting or sup­ 
plementing the potato. 
But tbey did 
not prove popular, and the «lablia ilisli 
soon disappeared from the dinner ta 
(dee of Europe, but tbe gardeners saw 
the latent possibilities of the flower, 
from which they have evolved tlu* dou 
Ide dahlia and other popular floral fun- 
eies. 
It would thus appear th a t the 
dahlia had reversed the fate of the red 
clover, which w as originally Introduced 
as a garden flower, but was found to 
be m uch more desirable as a tine fer­ 
ae«*. 
T he tubers of tlie dahlia, though 
Idfter, are still eaten In some parts <d 
France.
